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Memorial Plantings Honor Departed

Losing a loved one leaves a hole that never really 
goes away 

For survivors, gravestones may be the only place 
of solace to recall someone sorely missed. But the 
Mattapoisett Tree Committee has helped families and 
friends of loved ones find another way to honor and 
remember someone: a memorial planting. 

A tree - which beautifies the environment and 
often outlives us - appeals to many as a way to honor 
someone's memory. Like a gravestone, it is a physical 
place to recall a departed one - but it also bears the 
majesty of a living form that benefits everyone in the 
community and the environment itself. 

"It is just a lovely way to have something living that 
is a spot where you can sit under a tree and contemplate 
the way the person touched you or the rest of your 
loved ones,'' said Sandra Hering of the Mattapoisett Tree 
Committee, who arranges the plantings with families. The 
committee has been offering the plantings for years - and 
walks families through the steps of identifying a spot and 
appropriate breed of tree. 

Anne Shepley is one person who recently had a tree 
planted in honor of her son - but that was not the original 
intention. 

About thirty years ago, her 17-year old son, Jamie, 
was the victim of the unimaginable. On a whim, he 
decided to get a ride from a friend from soccer practice 
- but the driver missed a turn and the car rolled over. 
Although his friends were spared, the accident rendered 
him quadriplegic. 

'Tt was one of those things that happened in a 
moment," Ms. Shepley recalled of the incident that took 
place on September 25, 1978. 

But her son Jamie was so moved by how the town 
rallied around him that he decided a few years ago that he

wanted to plant a tree. 

"He wanted to do something nice for Mattapoisett, 
they had been good to him when he had his accident. 
There were different people in the community taking care 
of him. People in the whole community - from church, 
clubs - all helped. It was a wonderful experience," Ms. 
Shepley said. 

However, in the summer of 2009, he passed away 
before his dream took root. The tree, a Pin Oak, eventually 
was planted at Center School - and it became his 
memorial tree. 

"It was the perfect spot for Jamie's tree," she said. 
"But he wanted it for Mattapoisett, not for himself." 

Ms. Shepley said the fact he lived 30 years after the

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accident ''is something unbelievable in a quadriplegic.'' 
She said her family "is very, very pleased" with the tree 
now honoring him. 

Mattapoisett residents, Caroline and Fred, also 
chose to plant a tree in honor of a son who passed away. 
When his unexpected death happened a year and a half 
ago, she learned about memorial plantings offered by the 
tree committee. 

[Ms. Hering] responded with terrific sensitivity and 
compassion. . . I was very grateful, it would have a lot of 
meaning," Caroline said. 

After consultation with the tree committee, the 
family opted to plant a Hawthorn Tree at the town 
landing - where the family spent summers launching 
their small boat. 

"There is significance for our family. . . it was what I 
was hoping for," Caroline said. 

With the pain of loss still strong, she said the newly 
planted tree would provide some measure of peace. 

"Having that particular spot because of the 
circumstances that we had means a lot. I think it's terrific, 
I really do. The whole [tree] committee is very sensitive 
and very caring and want to do things that are going to 
be in conjunction with your feelings," she said. 

Ms. Hering said that many families report that 
having a special memorial tree is "peaceful" for them. 

She said the committee, which receives no funding 
from the town, charges families about $300 per tree - 

^ ^ent your own private storage space\ 
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but that the process of choosing a tree is extensive. Each 
site must be thoroughly researched. For instance, sites 
near water may require a tree that handles salty soil and 
possible storm surges. 

''We want to make sure it survives all of the elements 
so it will be there for a long time, for people to enjoy and 
understand why it is there,'' Ms. Hering said. 

She said some sites cannot be accommodated, in 
particular Ned's Point is a difficult request, but that that 
committee does its best to suit the needs of the families. 

In the meantime, the committee - which was 
established in 2003 - is working on compiling a full list of 
memorial trees, she said. 

"We are really interested in preserving trees and

various rules. The game is played with 136 white tiles 
with characters and symbols, similar to suits in card 
games. Each player receives 13 tiles, which they draw 
upon and discard with the goal of matching up the tiles 
to represent a winning string of 14 tiles listed on a fold 
out sheet of paper sitting in front of them. The 14th tile is 
acquired in picking up and discarding during the game. 

According to Ms. Fastoso, a new card is issued each 
year, in April, by the American Mah-Jongg Association 
and costs $7. The card lists the acceptable combinations 
of tiles which make a winning hand. Players use the 
same card for a year and can play with it anywhere in the 
U.S., and online. The first player to complete one of the 
winning hands listed on the card wins. American Mah- 
Jongg differs from other versions, including the original, 
from China, which has been in existence for centuries. 

Mah-Jongg is normally, but not always, played 
by four players sitting at a card table. The basics of the 
game are similar to the card game gin rummy, with Mah- 
Jongg being played with tiles, instead of cards. The game 
involves both skill and luck in the draw of tiles. Jokers are 
wild and can be substituted for tiles a player is seeking to 
round out their hand. The characters can be white, green 
or red, which also match up by color and by suit. 

When asked about gambling on the outcome of the 
game, which is popular in Asia, Ms. Fastoso said that 
when she plays with friends in Florida, they'll bet $3 on a 
game. 

''That's a high stakes game," joked Ms. Fastoso, 
"once you lose your $3, there are no more losses for the 
day" 

For Ms. Fastoso, the hardest part of the game is 
choosing which hand, on the card, to shoot for. "If you 
pick the wrong one. . . it's like getting into the wrong line 
at the grocery store," said Ms. Fastoso. 

Visitor Peggy Cooper, a Mattapoisett native, said she 
dropped into the center for Mah-Jongg about three weeks 
ago. "Bernie has been a lifesaver and I've learned so much 
already. . . the game, at first, is hard to learn, but you catch 
on quickly. . . I'm sticking with it," said Ms. Cooper.

costs may force the town to make tough decisions in 2012, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera said. 

'This is going to be most challenging year the 
town has had in a long, long time,'' he said, noting that 
these difficulties are shared among towns across the 
commonwealth. 

He said education costs for Old Rochester Regional 
and Rochester Memorial School continue to pose 
problems in keeping the town's balance sheet in order. 
The school is struggling with spikes in special education 
costs - and added utility costs associated with the RMS's 
expansion also is putting more strain on the elementary 
school budget. The RMS budget subcommittee has been 
holding additional meetings recently to find ways to cope 
with these unplanned expenditures. 

"We have not had any increases in state aid for 
four years, we are down 27 percent," Mr. LaCamera 
said, noting that Governor Deval Patrick's budget set 
for release this month will offer a clearer idea of what 
budgeting challenges are in store. "We just can't sustain 
budgets without increases in state aid, when they 
non-funded budgets... The state is not fulfilling their 
requirements to fund special education costs and the 
school systems have to endure," Mr. LaCamera said. 

Health insurance costs for the town continue to rise 
while the budget fails to grow at a concurrent rate, he 
said. "In the last four years, increases in health insurance 
have been between 40 and 50 percent," he said. Currently

employees contribute 50 percent towards their health care 
costs. 

Mr. LaCamera said he has disseminated budget 
forms to department heads, which are due at the end of 
January after the governor's budget is released, and will 
do his best to meet their needs in a tough environment. 
He said no staff has been added to any departments in the 
past four years - but maintaining the current staff will be 
difficult. 

In addition to this, he said is working with 
department heads on a five-year plan to look at "what we 
can do and can't do.'' 

To help offset costs, the town does regionalize 
services, in particular sharing some trash and recycling 
contracts with Mattapoisett and Marion. In addition, 
the town shares a Town Planner with Wareham, and its 
Building Inspector and Board of Health Director with 
other communities. "We have many part-time people," 
Mr. LaCamera said. 

Despite budgetary challenges, Mr. LaCamera said 
it is still important to think long term about upcoming 
needs the town faces. 

One issue he plans to address is the need for a 
revamped town hall or use of a new building to house 
town officials. He said a plan to put an addition on the 
Town Hall was put forward eight or nine years ago - 
before he became Town Administrator - and now it 
has reached the point that the issue needs revisiting. 
Currently town services are administered at the Town 
Hall and Annex - but the lease on the latter building is set 
to expire in 2013. 

"You find when you try to keep all staff, services 
and programs going, you get to the point that the Town 
Hall is the last thing to get addressed. I think it's time to 
put a plan together in 2012, looking at the long term and

short term to renovating existing facility, or looking at 
getting a new Town Hall on Dexter Lane near the Police 
Department/' 

Mr. LaCamera said that in 2012, the town needs to 
look at its road maintenance plans. He said $750,000 is 
put aside every year for such a purpose - but with the 
cost of oil and asphalt prices - "it doesn't go every far.'' 
He estimates that $4 million of road work needs to be 
done in Rochester. 

"It won't happen in the next couple of years - but 
there has to be a plan," he said. 

In the meantime, Mr. LaCamera is gearing up for a 
tough financial year ahead. 

"Our goal next year has been what we have done

Job's Cove Pier Proposal Presented 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A proposed pier, 380 feet in length, with 12 pilings 
with a 5 foot width, which will cross a salt marsh in 
Job's Cove was proposed at the Marion Conservation 
Commission meeting on Wednesday. 

The Notice of Intent, filed by Copper Medal LLC of 
125-129 Converse Road requested permission to remove 
an existing solid-filled pier and construct a 380 foot long, 
pile-supported, T-shaped association pier in Job's Cove 
with four gangways and four floats to service a total of 
eight homes (boats), consisting of four existing homes and 
four future single-family homes. 
Dave Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider Associates 
represented the applicant and presented the plans which 
the board reviewed for the first time. 

The association consists of 8 lots, of which 3 are 
vacant and for sale. Of the 8 lots, four are existing homes 
and one is a lot that has been purchased and will be built 
upon in the spring of 2012. 

The proposed pier will allow for 8 slips, one for 
each homeowner in the association, for boats of an 
undetermined length. "Our goal is to solve the dilemma 
for access to boating for all the association members and 
for all the lots on the property," said Mr. Davignon. Mr. 
Davignon said that remnants from an old pier, with only 
large rocks remaining, would be removed. 
Conservation Commission member Norm Hills looked at 
the plans and suggested another location for boat access, 
which would provide direct access to the water and lessen 
the overall impact on shellfish and fragile marsh area. 

"Why is the proposal here when it would provide a 
more direct access and less impact over here?" asked Mr. 
Hills, in looking at the plans. In an exchange, it was noted 
that the proposed pier was located where there would be 
equal access to all homeowners in the parcel, possibly via 
golf-cart, to the centrally located pier. 

When asked about the proposed length of the boats

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to be docked, Mr. Davignon said that it had not yet been 
determined. 

''The size of the boat would give us something to 
start with/' said committee member Sherman Briggs. 
"That's the starting point to determine the pier length, the 
closeness of floats and the environmental impact of the 
proposal." 

It was also noted that the proposed pier is near the 
recently approved half acre aquaculture project which 
has the potential of expanding into a one acre farm. 
"How close is this to that project?" asked Mr. Briggs. 
"These plans don't show it. We need plans that show the 
proximity to that area," said Mr. Hills. 

Another issue brought up by committee member 
Norm Hills was the shade impact of a 380 foot pier as 
well as the depth of the separation from the bottom of 
the harbor to the proposed floats at low tide, which were 
less than the two and half feet recommended by a federal 
agency. 

Mr. Davignon said that he was open to comments 
from all the committees and agencies involved in the 
proposal, including the local Marion Conservation 
Committee, Marion Harbormaster, Marion Planning 
Board and the MA Department of Fisheries, Army Corps 
of Engineers, National Heritage for Endangered Species 
and Coastal Zone Management Agency and others. 

"I'm gathering comments right now," said Mr. 
Davignon, "to revise and refine the proposal."

The public has 30 days to comment on the proposal 
presented at the meeting. 

The application was continued until January 11, 2012 
at 7:20 pm. 

Next up was the continuation of the proposal by Bay 
Watch Realty Trust for a Notice of Intent at Lots 27-29 off 
Front Street (Rote 105) to construct an affordable housing 
complex under Chapter 40B with associated parking 
areas, on-site and off-site utility connections, storm 
water management infrastructure and related mitigation 
measures. 

The board said they were unable to comment on the 
proposal, due to a lack of information not yet received 
back by various agencies and individuals working on 
their behalf, but would listen to the comments by Bay 
Watch representatives. 

Mr. Sean Hale, of Epsilon spoke about the 
"replication principals'' surrounding the environmental 
impact of the shade canopy of the wood bridge entering 
the project, the shrubs and ground cover. ''This is very 
similar to what was proposed before, but it's on a smaller 
scale... We're matching species that is already there... red 
maple, sweet pepper bush and doing soil replications," 
said Mr. Hale. 

Bay Watch attorney, Mr. Richard Nilen asked if a 
check for fees associated with a peer review study would 
be accepted and agreed that a sum of $2000 would be 
given for that purpose by Bay Watch Realty Trust.

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(UCCRTS), where Marion students attend, recently broke 
ground on a 10,000 square foot building, known as the 
Nursing and Allied Health Education Center. 

''The demand for skilled workers in the medical 
field is growing and we want to provide even more 
opportunity for our students,'' said Kevin Farr, 
Superintendent of the school. 

Much of the construction is being done by students 
and staff. "If all goes well with the weather, we would like 
to see occupancy in the fall of 2013," said Mr. Farr. 

Years ago, the Tri-Town grappled with how and 
where to educate high school students in a vocational 
technical setting. 

Rochester and Mattapoisett joined a pact with 
Acushnet, Carver, Freetown and Lakeville and agreed 
that their students would attend Old Colony Vocational 
Technical High School in Rochester. Old Colony currently 
has 67 students from Rochester and 39 from Mattapoisett. 

Marion joined in with Wareham, Falmouth, Bourne 
and Sandwich and is part of the Upper Cape Cod 
Regional Technical School (UCCRTS) in Bourne. 

The UCCRTS sits on 70 acres, and has views of both 
the Bourne Bridge and the Railroad Bridge over the Cape 
Cod Canal. A brochure provided to potential students 
features a photo of the bridges with the slogan, "Your 
bridge to the future, your gateway to success." 

Approximately 700 students attend the four-year 
high school. The breakdown shows only 20 students from 
Marion, while Wareham has 226, Bourne at 120, Falmouth 
at 199 and Sandwich at 127. Why so few from Marion? 

"Based on the total year round population, I think 
that this number is a little low based on history. Families 
have so many high school options today," said Mr. Farr. 

"I believe we do a good job of presenting our 
curriculum and offerings to the Marion students at Old 
Rochester Regional Junior High School. It's difficult to get 
students to move from a Junior / Senior setting where they 
feel comfortable. . . and, our other five towns move from 
an 8th grade building to the high school, while Marion 
jumps to the junior high after 6th grade, " said Mr. Farr. 

According to Ernest Yeaw, a Marion resident and 
a plumbing and heating instructor at the school, Marion

''This isn't your father's vo-tech," said Mr. Yeaw. 
"We go beyond and include everything from filling out a 
building permit, writing checks and other life lessons that 
go along with being a professional in today's world." 

The offerings at the school include: automotive 
collision repair, automotive technology, carpentry, 
cosmetology, culinary arts, electrical, engineering 
technology, environmental technology, health careers, 
horticulture, information technology, marine technology 
and plumbing /heating. 

According to Mr. Farr, the school received 335 
applications from potential students, but could only 
accept 180. "It's competitive, and getting more so, with an 
admissions policy that is based on a 100 point score for 
grades, behavior, attendance and a personal interview. 

"I graduated in 1996," said Mr. Yeaw, "and it's 
amazing the changes that have taken place in the 
technology area. . . where the new jobs are being created. . .

The ones from Marion who aren't accepted 
as freshman here at UCCRTS, have to go to ORR, so it's 
just the opposite of what many people think." 

The school has a wind turbine and solar panels 
that heat water tanks in the waste water treatment area.

Brainerd put her name in," said MOSAC member John 
Rockwell. Ms. Brainerd' s experience includes time on the 
Planning Board, 13 years on the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
and serving as Sippican Lands Trust president at one 
time. 

''She seeks out people's thoughts on issues, before 
she forms her own opinion," said Mr. Rockwell. "I don't 
think we could do better." 

The Board unanimously supported the 
recommendation, saying that it was a good opportunity 
to have a new person on a committee. 

"[Ted North] has wonderful credentials," said 
Selectman Roger Blanchette. "[But] it's been my war cry 
since I became selectmen that we need more and more 
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people on committees/' Mr. North currently serves on the 
Planning Board and the Capital Needs Committee. 

After the appointment was made, MOSAC 
brought the Board's attention to a Habitat for Humanity 
project slated for an area on Route 6, near Point Road. 
The single family dwelling would be the first Habitat for 
Humanity project in Marion, and is the result of a Town 
Meeting vote that allowed the Affordable Housing Trust 
to carve a 5,000 sq. ft. lot out of a four-acre parcel to be 
used for affordable housing purposes. 

Mr. Rockwell said that the Board had the 
opportunity to go forward with the 5,000 sq. ft. project, 
which could be achieved in a fairly short time with a 
variance for frontage, or consider bringing the issue back 
to Town Meeting in May to carve out a larger lot. 

Mr. Rockwell cited several engineering hurdles 
- including a new velocity zone designation on FEMA 
maps, frontage issues and a small yard - as reasons why 
the Board would consider asking the town for a larger lot 
size. 

Selectman Blanchette, a member of the 
Affordable Housing Trust, expressed dismay that the 
town had approved such a small lot size without further 
consideration. 'T feel real badly that I was asleep at the 
switch when the [vote] was made at Town Meeting,'' he 
said. 'T feel stupid. It should have been caught. . . 5,000 sq. 
ft. is a postage stamp. It should have been 15,000 from day 
one." 

Tom Magauran, vice chairman of the Planning 
Board, said that the issue should be brought back to Town 
Meeting, because the lot size was inadequate for the area 
in question. 

"There's no place for kids to play," said Mr. 
Magauran, noting that most of the homes in the proposed 
neighborhood are 15,000 square feet and larger. "None 
of us with a family, which is what Habitat is aiming to 
[support], would want it." Mr. Magauran urged the 
Board to reconsider the lot size, calling it "stingy" and 
"inappropriate". 

"If we have a chance to do something different, 
we should do it," said Chairman Jonathan Henry, who 
said that he didn't regret the 5,000 sq. ft. recommendation

made at Town Meeting, but that he was willing to 
reconsider the issue. 

Upon Selectman Blanchette's motion, the 
Board voted to bring the lot size back to Town 
Meeting for reconsideration, with a minimum lot size 
recommendation of 15,000 sq. ft. 

Under action items, the Board: 

• Approved an all alcohol license for three 
Marion social club events, dated for January 14, January 
15 and January 28. 

• Appointed Margo Steinberg, Neal Balboni, 
William Johnston and Robert Raymond to the Town 
House Advisory Committee. 

The Board also received requested two water 
abatements for 1 Converse Road and 956 Point Road.

SOLE to Buy Fair Trade Soccer Balls 
By Anne Smith 

Old Rochester Regional High School is home to 
a student organization known as SOLE, or Students 
Organizing Labor Equality. A division of the United 
Students Against Sweatshops guided by student president 
Sara DeMello and teacher advisor Colin Everett, SOLE 
meets on Wednesday afternoons in the school library to 
discuss and initiate ways of encouraging Old Rochester 
Regional to take a stand in favor of fair trade practices. 
Last year, SOLE was successful in purchasing fair trade 
soccer balls for the entire boys' soccer team; this year, 
SOLE hopes to raise enough funds from its Technology 
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Drive to purchase fair trade soccer balls for the girls' 
team. The drive, which runs from January 4 to January 19, 
2012, requires donations of iPods and mp3 players, cell 
phones from at least 2005, GPS systems from at least 2008, 
digital cameras and camcorders from at least 2006, video 
games and gaming consoles, DVDs, and laptops from 
at least 2008. Donations may be dropped off at the front 
office of the high school, among other locations. 

SOLE hopes to make between $250 and $300 with 
the Technology Drive, as that figure will help the school 
to make the purchase of the fair trade soccer balls, which 
are naturally more expensive. ''The budget that the soccer 
team normally puts forth, they put forth," Ms. DeMello 
said, explaining that SOLE will pay the differential. "We 
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buy [the soccer balls] in a bulk pack of 10 because they 
will use them for practice balls." 

Ms. DeMello also explained how the Technology 
Drive works. "What happens is we collect the old 
technology, we package it and send it to this website, 
and they refurbish it and send it out. We're planning 
[the drive] right after the holidays and we live in a fairly 
affluent area — we're going on the assumption that 
people will donate old items. It's a responsible way for 
people to recycle their electronics and it benefits the 
school," Ms. DeMello concluded. She also mentioned 
the specified dates for some of the gadgetry, explaining 
that donations need to follow those guidelines because 
technologies older than those that are accepted will 
actually cost the school to send to the refurbishing 
website, since those items are not appropriate for resale — 
they are too old. 

The idea for the Technology Drive originally came 
from Ms. DeMello's mom; Ms. DeMello brought it to 
the first meeting of SOLE this year, which she said was 
a fundraising brainstorm session. She added that the 
organization hopes the drive will be a success because 
"it hasn't been done before," while other traditional 
fundraisers like bake sales "have been done to death." 

Currently, there are three drop-off sites at Old 
Rochester Regional High School. One is in the front 
office, one is in the guidance office, and the last is in Mr. 
Everett's room. There is also a box at Sippican Elementary 
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School in Mrs. Roseman's room. ''We're going to try to 
have them at all of the elementary schools to cover the 
district/' Ms. DeMello said. "The one the towns can use is 
in the front office [of the high school]." 

The goal of SOLE is, as Ms. DeMello said, "to get 
ORR to automatically incorporate fair trade things in the 
budget." To that end, SOLE meets to research information 
about what in the school can be fair trade. Ms. DeMello 
explained that organizations like SOLE usually start at 
colleges and then branch out to high schools, and thus 
there is a precedence for schools taking a stand in favor of 
fair trade practices. After the conclusion of the Technology 
Drive and the purchase of the fair trade soccer balls, SOLE 
is looking to a new potential project (a past one included 
a shoe drive for disaster relief in Haiti after the 2010 
earthquake). "We tentatively talked about substituting a 
different soda/ drink company because Coca-Cola violates 
human rights laws," Ms. DeMello said. "It would be a 
lot bigger than soccer balls." Ms. DeMello explained that 
such an endeavor would require presentations to the 
school board. 

Speaking on the merit of having SOLE as a student 
organization at Old Rochester Regional High School, Ms. 
DeMello expressed belief in the need to educate members 
of the Tri-Town about the subject. "A lot of people refer 
to us as hippies," Ms. DeMello said, "but it's not about 
that — it's about the belief that we, as a community, should 
take a stand." 
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A press release has been posted on the website 
of Old Rochester Regional High School and lists the 
technology items that may be dropped off in the box at 
the front office. The drive runs from January 4 to January 
19, 2012.

On Saturday, December 17, nine members of 
the Nasketucket Bird Club led by Justin Barrett, Club 
President and Mike LaBossiere, Past President, scoured 
the marshes, woods, thickets and shoreline of Fairhaven 
during the annual Audubon Christmas Bird Count. The 
count has been going on for over one hundred years and 
our club has participated since 2007. 

According to Audubon, "the data collected by 
observers over the past century allow researchers, 
conservation biologists, and interested individuals to 
study the long-term health and status of bird populations 
across North America.'' Although the numbers of 
birds and species seen may vary a lot from year to year 
depending on weather and the number of counters, the 
data collected over the long term is valuable. 

The best birds of the day were two Razorbills seen 
close to shore off West Island. They are related to Puffins 
and usually spend their lives at sea. A Peregrine Falcon 
posed atop the mill on Angelica Rock and a disgruntled 
Great Horned Owl was woken up from its nap. Sixty-two 
species were identified. 

The Nasketucket Bird Club meets most months 
at the Mattapoisett Public Library on Barstow Street at 
7:00 pm on the fourth Thursday. Check the website at 
MassBird.org/Nasketucket/index.htm. Nasketucket 
members include birders from Mattapoisett, Wareham, 
Marion, Rochester, Fairhaven, Acushnet, and other area 
towns.

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Tri-Town History 
Remembering 
Mattapoisett's Radio 
Pioneer

When people think of 
Mattapoisett history, whaHng 
shipbuilding normally comes to 
mind. However, the town has 
another, lesser-known distinction: 
the first female radio announcer 
in New England hailed from none 

other than Mattapoisett. 

Eunice Randall Thompson - the aunt of former 
Selectman George Randall and a noted radio announcer and 
engineer - recently was posthumously inducted into the 
Massachusetts Broadcaster Hall of Fame. 

This past fall, Mattapoisett residents and relatives of the 
late engineer - Eunice Stolecki, Cheryl Randall and Pierce 
Randall - ventured out to Quincy, MA to attend a gala awards 
ceremony and luncheon that honored this woman's role in 
radio history. 

Born in 1898, Eunice was raised on a Massachusetts 
farm on Randall Lane (at 29 Randall Lane, which incidentally 
includes the town's oldest house built in 1741) but envisioned 
for herself a life different than other women from her era. 

She taught herself Morse Code and learned all about ham 
radio (or amateur radio) - and a chance encounter 
with another radio pioneer, Irving Vermilya, led to 
a mentorship that helped her pick up the skills to 
be hired as the first female radio engineer for the 
AMRAD station IXE on Medford Hillside. She 
later went on the air of Boston's first radio station in 
1922. 

Over the years, Eunice had a successful career 
as an engineer and radio expert/consultant who was 
active in the Eastern Massachusetts Amateur Radio 
Association and South Shore Amateur Radio clubs. 
During World War II she volunteered for WERS and 
taught code to aspiring amateurs. She passed away in 1982 in 
Maine, where she resided with husband Ken Thompson. 

"I don't think people realize the importance of 
Mattapoisett in radio history," commented Donna Halper, a 
noted radio historian, consultant, author, university professor 
and radio announcer who herself broke ground as the first 
woman announcer at Northeastern University in Boston in 
the 1960s. Ms. Halper has thoroughly researched the lives of 
Eunice and Mr. Vermilya - a "ham radio legend for 40 to 50 
years" from Mattapoisett who passed away in 1964. 

In particular, Ms. Halper has worked hard to bring 
Eunice's contributions to radio to the public's attention - 
which she feels were omitted from many narratives on early 
broadcast history due to her gender. 

But Ms. Halper's interest in Eunice is personal as well. 

"I've been the first woman in every place I've been. What 
I really wanted to know, is who is my mother?" Ms. Halper 
said. 




Eunice likely did not consider herself a feminist, Ms. 
Harper said, but "wanted to follow her own path. I don't think 
she believed in stereotypes." However, she "tried to change 
the language" of radio, especially in her insistence of bring 
called a "draftslady" instead of "draftsman". 

As an accomplished radio engineer and announcer, "she 
had her foot in both worlds." 

Cheryl Randall, the great niece of Eunice, remembered 
her as a woman of great stature (she was 6 '4" tall) who taught 
her Braille as a child. 

"We'd write letters back and forth in Braille. It was really 
cool," she said. Although Ms. Randall said not everyone in her 
family was accepting of her decision to not "stay home and 
have babies" - the women generally supported her. 

Back in the day, Ms. Randall said Eunice built a receiver 
at the Randall Road home so family could listen to her 
broadcasts. 

"She ran a wire through the woods. It was pretty 
amazing," she said, adding that some of the old wires are still 
visible on the property today. 

In addition to her engineering prowess, both Ms. Randall 
and Ms. Halper describe Eunice's voice as powerful. 

Ms. Halper said that recording technology was developed 
much later than Eunice's original broadcasts, thus "for the 
most part recollections are only through memories of those 
who were there." 

However, the Edison Company in 1937 gathered up 
well-known announcers for a re-enactment of their shows - 
offering Ms. Halper a coveted chance to hear her 
idol's voice. 

"You can hear what an incredible voice 
she had: a deep rich contra alto. It was pretty 
amazing listening to her," said Ms. Halper - adding 
a footnote that in the past, the old microphones 
distorted voices so women's voices sounded higher 
and men's voices sounded lower in pitch. 

"She had such a great voice. She used to 
sing. She was the total package," Ms. Randall said 
about her great-aunt. She recalled that the radio 
pioneer encouraged her to get her poetry published 
in a magazine. 
"She was an inspiration. I was lucky to grow up knowing 
her. Those were different times, and that generation is so 
special," she said. 

Ms. Halper has a strong interest in the friendship between 
Eunice and Mr. Vermilya - the man who offered to teach her 
after randomly picking up her amateur Morse coded messages 
at his home two towns away around 1918. 

He had responded in code, "Your daddy didn't teach you 
right, little boy." After responding, Eunice had added, "And by 
the way, I'm not a little boy, I'm a girl." From that point, Mr. 
Vermilya offered to teach her more about ham radio and the 
two became lifetime friends. 

"Talk about chance in bringing two people together," Ms. 
Halper commented. "Eunice was a true friend to him." 

Of the two personalities from Mattapoisett who shaped 
radio, she said, "Their stories are so important to the people 
who created my industry."

Mission Impossible: Ghost Protocol Starring Tom Cruise 
and Jeremy Renner. Directed by Brad Bird. Running 
time: 133 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The Mission Impossible film series has crossed the 
fifteen-year mark, and Tom Cruise is pushing fifty, but 
neither shows much strain in the new entry. Mission Im- 
possible: Ghost Protocol. I'm tempted to say that this movie 
is what the franchise should have been all along: light- 
hearted, preposterous, and, most importantly, easy to fol- 
low. Here, Cruise's Ethan Hunt is after a man who wants 
to start nuclear war between America and Russia. Oh, that 
old thing again. But the goal is refreshingly clear: stop this 
guy before he blows up everything. There are no double 
crosses, no tormented plotting. There's the bad guy — go 
get him. I appreciate that. 

The movie didn't thrill me, exactly, but it's 
absorbing. Half the film devotes itself to the ludicrously 
convoluted schemes Ethan and his IMF team — includ- 
ing ass-kicking Paula Patton, returning Simon Pegg, and 
shadowy Jeremy Renner — hatch in order to gain access 
to highly secure places. My favorite, used early on in Mos- 
cow, is a screen that covers a hallway and projects what a 
security guard is supposed to be seeing, while Ethan and 
Pegg's tech guy Benji hide behind it and move it forward 
a few feet every minute or so. Not only that, some sort of 
tracking is used to move the image on the screen so that it 
looks natural to the security guard wherever he's standing 
or sitting. It would have been easier, I suspect, simply to 
take the guard out with technology no more sophisticated 
than a blow dart. But it wouldn't have been as cool. 

Coolness, indeed, is the film's main weapon. 
This is the live-action directing debut of Brad Bird, an 
animator best known for his work on The Simpsons and 
his acclaimed animated features The Iron Giant, The In- 
credibles, and Ratatouille. Bird approaches Ghost Protocol 




as a live-action cartoon, yet one with an appealing sense 
of physics. Ethan Hunt gets bashed around quite a bit, 
landing in the hospital not once but twice. When he's 
prone and exhausted near the end, we believe it. Cruise 
is in fine shape, but he's aging out of his pretty-boy 
looks — the nose is starting to look gnarled and bulbous, 
approaching Owen Wilson levels. And so when he gets 
chewed up, while his teammates mostly kick back on the 
sidelines (although Patton gets a nicely feral fight scene 
and Renner gets a high-stress mid-air scene that almost 
parodies Ethan's dangling in the first film), he becomes 
more human and likable, somehow. Cruise isn't quite so 
cocky here. Ethan throws himself into impossible situa- 
tions because there's no other way; he doesn't just assume 
he's going to master the situation. 

The movie's most sung and storied sequence by 
far places Ethan on the side of the Burj Khalifa in Dubai, 
the tallest building in the world. Cruise, we are assured, 
is really up there, though suspended by wires that were 
later digitally removed. The scene could easily have been 
faked, but Bird's camera, moving around Cruise's body 
and staring down the face of the monolith, catches images 
that simply wouldn't occur to anyone to fake. It's the cen- 
terpiece of the film but doesn't take up too much time; it's 
economical and governed by the story's needs, like every- 
thing else in the movie. As for the rest of it, it's a smoothly 
rhythmed piece of work, moving at a pace sufficient to 
bypass inconvenient questions. Ethan is on the side of 
the building so he can access the place's server so that the 
team can fake a meeting and swap a fake nuclear code for 
a real one using special contact lenses and a fake hand, 
when in a more boring film they might' ve just killed the 
thugs and taken the code. It's the theater of subterfuge.
